To the Members and Friends of N.C.N.A. 


During a recent Board of Directors meeting for one of the member 
clubs. it was noted that junior participation in the club had 


declined drastically. There was a great deal of discussion. most 
of it non-productive, focusing largely on give-aways and other 
one shot functions. I believe that any such effort must focus on 


the day-to-day and month-to-month needs of the junior collector. 
The junior collector has at léast five basic needs. 


He needs to have sufficient money to add to a collection. e@ven at 
face value only. It there is a recurring real shortage of money 
in his life, a coin collection will not be a long term venture. 
Such &@ youngster should be encouraged to collect (cancelled) 
stamps. That is a very good hobby also. 


The young collector needs security for his collection. [iva sibs 
ling (or parent) can and is inclined to raid the collection, the 
hobby will be short-lived. A junior collector must be taught to 


guard his collection. 


The junior collector must, by his own efforts, be able to add to 
his collection on a regular basis. If he can no longer add toa 
it, he will lose both satisfaction and hope. He may successfully 
put the collection aside for awhile, but the temptation wil] 
always be there to cash it in for something more appealing to him 
at the time. 


Adult approval is needed. It is very difficult to pursue a hobby 
on a desert island. The collector needs someone to whom he can 
show his treasures with a sense of pride. This normally comes 
from a parent or relative, or sometimes a scout master. Members 
of a coin club can provide additional positive reinforcement. 


Last, but by no means least, the young collector needs a companion 
from his own peer group who shares his interest. It is simply a 
fact of life that youngsters relate to their peers. A lone 

junior will not attend an all-adult club for long. 


How can the club help? Rides are an important factor. Usually 

& parent provides the first few rides to and from. A club member 
who has become friendly with a parent might be the source of an 
occasional ride. If you are a member and your son or daughter 
shows an interest in the hobby, inviting a friend of your child 
who has a similar interest will help keep them interested in the 
club and in the hobby. 


Those who gell coins at a club should remember that a regular 
customer is worth far more than a one-time killing. When dealing 
with a junior at a club meeting, bend over backwards to see to it 
that they have a good deal. A youngster will long remember 4 bad 
deal at a club meeting, and will often attribute it to the entire 
club rather than an individual. And he or she may very well pass 
the word on to other potential junior members.
